Most damaging of the restric- 
tions, he said, was one preventing 
OPA from fixing prices on any 
commodity made in whole or in 
part from a farm product. unless 
the price reflected 110 ‘per cent of 
parity. ~~ 

The amendment was drafted and 
proposed by the American Farm 
Bureau Federation, Henderson as- 
serted, and “is part of a «co 
ordinated program by that or- 
ganization to destroy effective 
price control. not only on farm 
commodities, but on all things 
made from farm products.” 

Complications Are Cited. 

“If the amendment becomes law, 
the general maximum price regu- 
lation’ must immediately be _ re- 
pealed,” he said. “I cannot believe 
that the Congress or the people 
want to see this done.” 

Under the restriction, he _ said, 
the Secretary of Agriculture would 
be required to examine, in advance 
of any price control action, the 
price of every product -affected— 
“literally thousands and thousands 
of items of food, clothing and in- 
dustrial products”—to determine 
whether they reflect to the farmer 
at least 110 per cent of parity. 

“All of this must be done before 
one cent of the appropriation can 
be used for the administration of 
price control,” Henderson asserted.

ton. 

Heinck was one of the eight 
highly trained Nazi saboteurs 
landed on Long Island and Florida 
beaches by a German submarine 
late in June and subsequently 
picked up by the F. B. L.

Squad of Nine Trained— 

Will Arrest Violators 
Even Though No Com- 
plaint Is Made. 


_ A special police squad to inves- 
tigate every traffic accident no 


as soon as men can be trained for 
the work, Capt. Fred H. Grabbe of 
the traffic division announced yes- 
terday. Nine men will comprise 
the squad, with three on duty at 
all times. : 

Members of the special squad 


will study the circumstances of ev- 
ery accident to determine if it 
resulted from a violation of a traf- 
fic ordinance. They will be 
equipped with cameras, tape meas- 
ures and any other equipment 
needed to assemble evidence. 
Should their investigation disclose 
that a law has been violated they 
will book the violator for appear- 
ance in Police Court. 

In the past it has been the prac- 
tice to allow individuals involved 
in accidents to decide whether they 
will file charges, with the result 
that flagrant law violations have 
frequently gone unprosecuted when 
satisfactory settlement of damages 
has been made. By eliminating 
this practice it is hoped to materi- 
ally reduce the number of traffic 
accidents and fatalities. 

Capt. Grabbe also announced 
that the present method of making 
all accident reports in narrative 
form will be discontinued and 
blanks will be provided, on which 
there is space for all pertinent in- 


scene. Use of these forms has 
been recommended by several re- 
cent traffic surveys and they have 
been used successfully in a num- 
ber of other cities. A supply of 
these forms will be carried in every 
scout car and members of the ac- 
cident investigation squad will as- 
sist other policemen in familiariz- 
ing themselves with their use, 

There have been 68 motor ve 
hicle fatalities so far this year, 
compared with 43 in the corre- 
sponding period of 1941. Since po- 
lice began the present campaign 
for strict enforcement of the traf- 
fic laws last April 12, 28,032 mo- 
torists have been arrested.

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Kitchen Fats _ 
Here This Week 


Louis’ participation “in a nation- 
wide kitchen fats salvage cam- 
paign will be set up this week 
under the direction of Mrs. T. M. 
Saymar, president of Sayman 
Products Co. it was announced 
yesterday by Civilian Defense 
headquarters. 

The campaign, in which house- 
wives will be urged to save and 
sell excess kitchen fats to aug- 
ment the nation’s supply of 
glycerin for war explosives, is 
getting under way simultaneously 
in other cities. It is sponsored 
nationally by the War Production 
Board. ; 


-Civilian Defense Co-ordinator 
Harry D. McBride said it has been 
estimated that two billion pounds 
of cooking fats have been wasted 
each year in American homes and 
that it was hoped the campaign 
would return at least 500 million 
pounds anhually to the war effort. 
The war in the Pacific has seri- 
ously reduced this country’s im- 
ports of fats and oils from the Far 
East, it was said, and has created 
urgent military need for maintain- 
ing an adequate supply of the 
glycerine which can be extracted 
from kitchen fats and greases. 
Although announcement of the 
program coincides with the open- 
ing of an intensified campaign to 
collect all remaining rubber and 


other drive.” Instead, he said, it 
— be looked upon as a “war 
job. 

Under the program, housewives 
will be able to se]]l excess fats and 
greases to neighborhood chain 
stores, meat markets and food 
storage lockers, which will serve 
as collection points. In turn, they 
will sell the fats in larger quanti- 
ties to‘rendering plants, where the 
glycerin is extracted, 

Mrs. Sayman said it had been 
“generally” agreed upon that house- 
wives would receive 4 cents a 
pound for dark grades of fats and 
5 cents a pound for lighter grades. 
The renderers will buy the fats for 
1 cent more per pound, the prevail- 
ing market price, to help offset the 
dealer’s weighing and handling 
costs, 

After kitchen fats can no longer 
be used for cooking, Mrs. Sayman 
explained, the housewife should 
strain them into a clean, wide- 
mouthed tin container, such as 
those used for vegetable cooking 
oils and coffee, and store in a cool, 
dark place until at least one pound 
has been accumulated. Dealers 
have been asked not to accept 
smaller quantities. 

Seventeen pounds of the fats, it 
was said, will yield a pound and 
a half of glycerin. This amount of 
glycerin will provide sufficient 
power, when used in a propellant 
gun powder, to fire 85 anti-tank 
shells: A like amount is required 
in the manufacture of 10 pounds

Attributes Discrimination Here to 
Employers in Letter to Dean 
William H. Stead. 


A letter charging that employers 
and not employes are. responsible 
for discrimination: against Negro 
labor in St. Louis war industries 
was sent to Dean William H. Stead 
of the Washington . University 
school of business and public ad- 
ministration yesterday by William 
Sentner, general vice-president of 
the CIO United Electrical, Radio 
and Machine Workers of America. 

In a report of the Labor Train- 
ing and Supply Committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce, prepared 
recently by Stead, it was said that 
“resistance to the opening of jobs 
for Negroes comes mostly from 
white -employes.”. Sentner said 
employers do most of the hir- 
ing and pointed out that CIO un- 
ions have anti - discrimination 
clauses in their constitutions. 

“In war time, the continuation 
of discriminatory policy by em- 
ployers comes close to treason,” 
Sentner charged in the letter. “Na- 
tional unity. requires the employ- 
ment of Negroes on __ production. 
The five million Negro workers 
constitute an important segment of

Roosevelt Urges Fuller Utilization | 
Of Aliens’ Services in War Effort 


President Issues Statement to Clarify Govern- 
ment. Policy—-General Condemnation of 
Any Class Termed Unfair. 


WASHINGTON, July 11 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt issued a state- 
ment today to clarify the Govern- 
ment’s position on employment of 
aliens and other foreign-born per- 
sons, and Stephen Early, White 


policy, designed to classify aliens, 
both friendly and enemy, with a 
view to greater utilization of their 
services in war production, would 
be put into effect immediately by 
Chairman Paul V. McNutt of the 
War Manpower Commission, 

The President's statement fol- 
lows: 


“1, Persons should not hereafter 
be refused employment, or persons 
at. present employed discharged, 
solely on the basis of the fact that 
'they are aliens or that they were. 
formerly nationals of any particu, 
lar foreign country. A general 
condemnation of any group or 
class of persons is unfair and dan- 
gerous to the war effort. The Fed- 
eral Government is taking the 
necessary steps to guard against, 
and publish, any subversive acts 
by disloyal persoms, citizens as 
well as aliens. 

“2. There are no legal. restric- 
tions on the employment of any 
person (A) in non-war industries, 
and (B) even in war industries, if 
the particular labor is not on 
‘classified’ contracts, which include 
secret, confidential, restricted, and 


aeronautical contracts. 
; Special Instances. 

“The laws of the United States 
do provide that in certain special 
instances. involving Government 
contracts an employer must se- 
cure from the head of the Govern- 
ment department concerned per- 
mission to employ aliens. Section 
11 (A) of the Act of June 28, 1940, 
(Public No. 671, seventy-sixth Con- 
gress, third session) contains a 
provision that: 

“No aliens employed by a 
contractor in the performance 
of secret, confidential, or re- 
stricted Government contracts 
shall be permitted to have access 
to the plans or specifications, or 
the work under such contracts, 
or to participate in the con- 
tract trials, unless the written 
consent of the head of the Gov- 
ernment department concerned 
has first been obtained ... ” 

“The Air Corps Act of 1926 has 
a similar provision: 

“. « » No aliens employed by 
a contractor for furnishing or 
constructing aircraft parts or 
aeronautical accessories for the 
United States: shall be permit- 
ted to have access to the plans* 
or specifications or the work 
under. construction or to partici- 
pate‘in the contract trials with- 
out the written consent before- 
hand of the secretary of the de- 
partment concerned.” ° 

“There are no other Federa) laws 
which restrict the employment of 
aliens by ‘private employers in na- 
tional war industries. There are 
no Federal laws restricting the em- 
ployment of foreign-born citizens 
of any particular national origin.

within the last 10 years. 

“E. Aliens who have declared 
their intention to become citizens 
.of the United States and who 

had filed petitions for naturaliza- 
tion before Dec. 7, 1941. 

“5. Any inquiries or complaints 
by aliens, pertaining to specific in- 
stances of discrimination, or in- 
tentional failure to carry out the 
above procedure, should be re- 
ferred directly to the Comittee 
on Fair Employment Practice, 
Washington, D. C. This committee 
will consider the complaints and 
take such action as may be war- 
ranted in the particular case, 

“8. Any information concerning 
disloyal activities in war industries 
or elsewhere, or indications of dis- 
loyalty on the part of persons em- 
ployed in war industries, should be 
reported immediately to the near- 
est office of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. Employes haye the 
same duty in this matter as have 
employers.”

“From what I know by experi- 
ence to date, I am sure that in 
some instances at least this would 
inject politics into the administra- 
tion of price, rent and rationing 
control,” he asserted.

idency in the past. The decision of 
Gov. Herbert H. Lehman not to 
seek re-election after 10 years in 
office threw the field wide open. 

Republican ranks are split by 
well-marshaled forces backing for- 
mer Distriét Attorney Thomas E. 
Dewey and a group seeking to 
draft Wendell L. Willkie, despite 
his expressed disinterest. 

Chief development in the Demo- 
cratic race, although not yet 
brought into the open, appears to 
be a renewal of the political rivalry 
between President Roosevelt and 
State Chairman James A. Farley, 
who directed Roosevelt's first two 
campaigns and tried unsuccessfully 
to keep him from getting a third- 


term nomination, 
Farley is backing State Attorney 


he is assured of enough convention 
delegate votes to gain the nomina- 
tion,

Friends of Mead have expressed 
confidence, however, that when the 
political scene-shifting is ended, 
Senator Robert Wagner, Lehman 
and Flynn will be lined up behind 
Mead and that a nod from the 
White House then will rally con- 
vention. delegates behind the 
Mead banner. 

" On the other hand, supporters of 
Bennett, who say they have pledges 
from the chairmen of party organ- 
izations in 51 of the State’s 62 
counties, are confident that their 
candidate will be nominated in the 
convention.

=~WASHINGTON, July 11 (AP).— 
The Congress of Industrial Organ- 
izations said today that President 
Roosevelt’s anti-inflation program 
had been “lost, strayed or stolen.” 

A statement by the CIO said the 
erganization had accepted the 
seven-point program recommended 
by the President in April, -includ- 
ing stabilization of wages and that 
the CIO challenged others to do 
likewise, including “the executives 
of Little Steel companies and the 
great industries of America grow- 
ing fat on war contracts, the com- 


mercialized and boulevard farms 
and the congressional spokesmen 
of all these groups.” 

A tax program suggested by 
Secretary of the Treasury Mor- 
genthau as part of the _anti-in- 
flation program, the CIO said, “has 
been twisted and distorted” until 
it now is a “soak-the-poor-and- 
spare-the-rich-program.” 


Referring to a presidential sug- 
gestion that personal net incomes 
be limited to $35,000 a year, the 
CIO said: “In Congress, where 
constitutional lawyers are a dime 
a dozen, it was treated as a burp 
in a church, something to be over- 
looked and forgotten as quickly 
as possible.” 


Rationing “has been done on-a 
tid-bit basis with a clumsiness that 
has generated dissatisfaction and 
suspicion,” the CIO said, adding: 
“OPA Administrator Henderson, 
instead of playing shortstop on the 
President's nti-inflation team, 
tried to play first, second, third, 
pitcher, catcher and coach. One 
day he appeared as an expert on 
taxation; the next day he fired 
salvos of statistics at the War 
Labor Board, attacking labor's re- 
quests for wage increases to keep 
up in a measure with the rising 
cost of living. As reported by the 
press, his heaviest fire was leveled 
again and again against labor. He 
has yet to devote equal attention 
to excessive war profits and bloat- 
ed personal incomes.”

Claude Becker Helped Rescue 20 
Men When Under Fire 
on the Marblehead. 

NEW YORK, July 11 (AP). — 
Claude Becker, a Navy coxswain, 
who risked his life to save men 
aboard his ship while under Jap- 
anese dive bomber fire, received 
the Navy Cross at the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard today. 

The medal was given to Cox- 
swain Becker, 24 years old, of 
Ogden, Utah, for bravery on the 
United States cruiser Marblehead

Rear Admiral E. J. Marquart, 
commandant of the Third Naval 
District, presented the award at 
a special noon ceremony at the 
yard where Becker now is on de- 
tail. Several thousand workers, 
Navy officers and men were pres- 
ent. 

Becker, then a seaman first 
class, reluctantly told reporters 
how he climbed into a smoke- 
filled compartment with three 
others and helped carry about 20 
men to safety when an explosion 
started a fire in the magazine be- 
low his gun turret. Rear Admiral 
Marquart said Becker also as- 
sisted in the removal of gunpow- 
der in the wake of fire and by 
“his strength and tenacity of pur- 
pose opened a hot and heavy 
hatch which permitted men to es- 
cape.”

Specifically, the Government 
charged that Feb. 4 the two belit- 
tled Gen. Douglas MacArthur, as- 
serting his “stand in the Philip- 
pines is not bravery but damn 
foolishness.” 

Other alleged statements were:

The allegation was that they 
sought, by false statements, to in- 
terfere and undermine the war ef- 
fort and “to promote the success 
of our enemies.” 

‘Admirer of Hitler. 

Noble, 44 years old, professed ad- 
mirer of Hitler, and Jones, 70, were 
accused of making statements rid- 
iculing President Roosevelt, Prime 
Minister Churchill and other high 
Allied officials and United Nations 
war objectives. 

The defendants contended they 
merely exercised the right of free 

speech. 


In his instructions to the jury 
yesterday, however, Judge Jenney 
said: “Freedom of expression is 
not a freedom to do wrong with 
impunity and it does not imply the 
right to frustrate or defeat the 
discharge of governmental duties 
during wartime, upon the perform- 
ance of which the actual freedom 
of all of us may possibly depend.” 

Noble Dishonorably Discharged. 

Noble, main target of the Gov- 
ernment prosecution, was accused 
by Leo Silverstein, assistant United 
States Attorney, of having tried “in 
his small way to throw a monkey 
wrench into the military effort” of 
the United States. 


At the time of his arrest last 
spring, Noble boasted to interview- 
ers that he had carefully studied 
the country’s sedition laws. He 
maintained, as did Jones, that he 
had not exceeded constitutional 
bounds guaranteed under the free 
speech clause. 

Noble, dishonorably discharged 
from the Army in the first World 
War, was a rabid promoter of sev- 
eral movements, including the 
“ham and eggs” pension crusade 
and the late Huey Long's “share 
the wealth” idea. 

Jones told the jury he founded 
the National Copperheads after 
President Roosevelt's reference to 
the term in a speech in 1041.

Funeral services for Charles Mc- 
Lure, Clark, retired capitalist, who 
died yesterday. at Barnes Hospital, 
will be held tomorrow afternoon 
at 2:30 o’clock at his home, 20 
Westmoreland place.

The companies strongly demurred.

He pointed out that experts of the indus- 
trial arts form a small, sharply defined and 
homogeneous caste; and hinted that a gen- 
eral strike of a minute fraction of 1 per 
cent of the population would bring manu- 
factures to a halt and sweep the “time- 
worn fabric” of commercial overlordship 
into the discard for good and all. 

It remained for the war to set Veblen’s 
revolution of technicians on the march. A 
recent inspection trip of 21 newspaper cor- 
respondents, including the writer, embraced 
63 factories. At none of them was a cap- 
italist, financier or investment banker placed 
on exhibition. Serving generally as hosts 
and spokesmen were designers, chemists, 
metallurgists, engineers and industrial ex- 
ecutives, 

Henry Ford, it is true, welcomed the visi- 
tors to his Willow Run bomber plant, and 
Edsel Ford entertained them at breakfast. 
But father and son, as in a similar case or so, 
appeared as operators rather than possessors, 
and quickly yielded the spotlight to Charles 
E. Sorensen, their production ace. 

Here and everywhere ownership was in 
abeyance, with management exultantly in 
the saddle. Sorensen of Ford, K. T. Keller 
of Chrysler, Charles F, Kettering of General

Motors, Charles E. Wilson of General Elec- 
tric, J. H. Kindelberger of North American 
Aviation, Eugene E. Wilson of United Air- 
craft, Homer L. Ferguson of Newport News, 
Frederick V. Geier of Cincinnati Milling Ma- 
chine—these and scores of other top spe- 
cialists became visible as the true field staff 
of the nation’s industrial command, warring 
at first hand on the production battleline. 

The extent of their rise may be estimated 
from a backward glance at Veblen’s call to 
arms. He undertook three main assump- 
tions—that the forte of engineers is output 
at maximum efficiency, up to full working 
capacity of resources, equipment and man- 
power; that the exercise of their profession- 
al instinct coincides with public welfare, do- 
mestic and. international; but that their en- 
deavors, and the interests of the community, 
are constantly liable to premeditated “sabo- 
tage’ on the part of finance, union labor and 
Government. All-pervading and deliberate 
mismanagement of production was held to 
be inseparable from its control for “‘business- 
like” ends, 

On behalf ‘of commodity price levels and 
profits for absentee owners, described as the 
‘kept classes,” finance was charged with 
systematic maneuvers, including lockouts and 
shutdowns, for stinting volume and quality 
of output. Strikes and limitations on supply 
of working personnel, it was alleged, are 
anti-social weapons of labor unions, organ-

The industrial system can func- 
tion at its best, Veblen proceeded 
to say, and the public good can 
be promoted most substantially, 
through unhindered teamwork 
among engineers and free inter- 
change of processes and discover- 
ies, at home and abroad. 

That the picture, as drawn by 
Veblen, had altered into some- 
thing like a utopia for technicians 
was made clear on the newspaper correspond- 
ents’ recent tour. The technicians had been 
provided with.a fathomless purse and en- 
joined to boundless production. At a pace 
rapidly quickening, direct command of the 
country’s major resources, of materials, fac- 
tories and manpower, was being pressed into 
their hands. From the seats of effective 
control had vanished the entrepreneur, the 
captain of industry, the commercialist, the 
banker chairman of the board, 

On a colossal scale, through Government- 
financed establishments, public was replac- 
ing private ownership. Taxation and con- 
tract regulations were sorely enfeebling the 
profit motive itself, Organized labor, for 
the. duration, had renounced the strike. 
From desks, homes and farms had poured 
industrial neweomers, men and women, by 
the hundreds of thousands, including many 
who rejected trade unionism. There was.a 
prospect that the nation’s toilers, no less 
than its armed defenders, would be placed 
under selective service. 

Derangement of production by finance 
and labor had thus shrunk from habitual 
campaigns to sporadic sorties. The con- 
trivance of that brilliant subterfuge, lend- 
lease, was circumventing tariff barriers 
among the United Nations. Prosecutions. by 
the Department of Justice had forced mo- 
nopolies to disgorge patents vital to public 
defense. Throughout the land, engineering 
staffs were pooling inventions and manu- 
facturing “‘know how.” * Such reciprocities 
had even crossed the Atlantic, to Great 
Britain and Russia. 

It was complained, however, that sabotage 
by Government. persists, partly as an effect 
of Washington’s ideologies, but chiefly be- 
cause of bureaucratic incompetence in num- 
berless, petty changes of design and in pro- 
curement as well as distribution of ma- 
terials.

The same 
Clare Boothe whose hard-won suc- 
cess had made her the target for 
more undiluted malice than any 
other female of our time. The 
world has changed and skillfully 
Miss Boothe has changed with it. 

Not playwright, not editor, but 
war correspondent is her title to- 
day. She has been off to the far 
corners of the earth where this 
global war is being fought; she has 
been bombed, she has interviewed 
generals and statesmen; and she 
has come back looking, miracu- 
lously, as fragile and as lovely as 
ever. 


Strong men were laid low by 
potent Oriental bacilli, by exhaus- 
tion, by the hazards of weather 
and war. Not Miss Boothe, After 
two or three days in the hands of 
Elizabeth Arden at the end of her 
last 40,000-mile flight around the 
Pacific theater of war, § she 
emerged with the Boothe charm 
and fragility undimmed. 

If prizes were being handed out 
for ambition, Miss Boothe would 
get trophy No. 1 All her life she 
has been driven by a perfectly 
phenomenal desire to be out there 
with the winners. With the equip- 
ment nature gave her it has taken 
her a long way. 

Just a Typical American? 

Miss Boothe thinks there is noth- 
ing at all unusual about her ca- 
reer. She says, looking very sol- 
emn, that she regards herself as 
the typical American, and. she can 
tell you, without a smile, just why. 

“My mother always wanted so 
many things for me. She/used to 


say that she wanted me to be suc-| 


cessful and famous and rich and 


descendant of one of the old Dutch 
families that settled Manhattan 
Island.

Vanity Fair, no longer in exist- 
ence, was a smart reflection of con- 
temporary life and letters which 
gave Miss Boothe an opportunity 
to cut her journalistic eyeteeth. 


But already she had begun to 
think of the theater. In the fall 
of 1935, her first play was pro- 
duced. It was “Abide With Me,” 
about an unhappy marriage which 
seemed to have a close resemblance 
to the Boothe-Brokaw union. The 
critics agreed unanimously that it 
was a bad play, but nevertheless it 
ran for nearly three months. 

Drama Critic’s Dilemma. 

The opening night of “Abide 
With Me” almost coincided with 
the date of Miss Boothe’s marriage 
to her second husband, Henry R. 
Luce. The drama critic of Time 
hardly knew what to say about 
the play of his boss’ wife-to-be. 
He ig said to have written eight 
different drafts of a review, the 
final one appearing in the maga- 
zine taking the same line as the 
other reviewers, namely that 
“Abide With Me” was something 
lesg than Shakespeare.

‘THE SPY IN OUR MIDST. 
The most lurid fiction from the pens of such 


‘masters as Sax Rohmer and E. Phillips Oppenheim, 


and the wildest thrillers of Hollywood script.¥ 


| have been outdone by the ugly rash of espionage 
that has broken out in parts of this country. But 
| this is not fiction or make believe. It is real and it 
is proof once more that truth is stranger than 


fiction. It is a menace that extends even to this 
city, which often is referred to as being as far 
away from actual warfare as can be. 

The latest eruption of daring underground work 
by the Axis is evidenced in the arrest of Herbert 
Karl Friedrich Bahr, a particularly skilled and 
dangerous agent who was’ trying to land at New 
York as a Jewish refugee aboard the diplomatic ex- 
change ship Drottningholm. The F. B. I. charges that 
this German-born man, educated in Rensselaer Poly- 
technic Institute at Troy, N. Y:, had been well 


drilled by the Gestapo in the art of spying and sent, 


th the United States with definite missions. Highly 
intelligent, he was potentially a master spy. 

His apprehension was due to the long and exhaus- 
tive checkup made on the liner’s passengers. The 
result of this painstaking diligence is an answer to 
those few passengers who grumbled over what they 
called “red tape and delay,” and it also is a reassur- 
ance to persons who have felt that Uncle Sam has 
been a little too easygoing. 

This catch reflects, as do several others, credit 
to the decision made in September, 1939, for co- 
operation of all local police agencies, the F. B. I. 
and the Army and Navy Intelligences. Duplication of 
efforts, confusion and inefficiency, all of which pre- 
vailed in World War I because we left espionage and 
sedition ‘to the hands of 20 loosely co-ordinated 
agencies, have been largely eliminated. 

That we have a fine machine for fighting Axis 
agents is witnessed by the record of catches: 
Thirty men and three women, including Frederick 
Joubert Duquesne, who had been a professional spy 
for 48 years, sentenced in New York last January; 
geven men, including Dr. Paul Borchardt, a former 
German major with a vicious record, and Kurt 
Frederick Ludwig, whose activities carried him to 
St. Louis, sentenced in New York last March; Max 
Stephan, Detroit cafe owner, convicted on July 2 of 
treason for aiding a Nazi flyer who escaped from 
a Canadian prison and got as far as Texas; Gerhard 
Wilhelm Kunze, the German-American Bund leader, 
tracked down in Mexico on July 5 as he was about 
to flee in a coastal launch; the capture at various 
times in June of eight spies and saboteurs landed 
from U-boats on the Long Island and Florida coasts 
and whose plans included the blowing up of an 
aluminum plant at East St. Louis; the capture on 
July 3 of a prominent British Honduran business 
man known as the “King of Belize,” and 20 persons 
whom he directed in an ugly web of espionage that 


spread over the Panama Canal and included the 


fueling of U-boats; the arrest last week of 153 mem- 
bers of Bund and kindred organizations in New York. 

No, this is something that cannot be dismissed 
as “just the old spy scare stuff.” Take thé case of 
Kurt Frederick Ludwig alone. Evidence showed that 
he had visited Jefferson Barracks, Lambert-St. Louis 
Airport, Fort Leonard Wood and Bagnell Dam, all in 
Missouri. At some of these places he was seen 
taking pictures with his camera. 

It is entirely possible’ that even now and right 
in this city, saboteurs are trying to find ways to 
cripple the mighty war plants of this area, or spies 
are trying to pick up vital information, It is non- 
sense to expect a spy to be lurking around every 
corner, but it’s just as well to conduct oneself as 
though there were. The enemy we are fighting is 
smart. A bit of minor information picked up here 
and a bit there soon leads to a mass of data at Axis 
headquarters. Application of ordinary deductive 
methods to these trifles and odds and ends soon 
puts them together on a foundation of technical 
understanding until, like a jigsaw puzzle, everything 
fits and the clear picture that the enemy wanted 
emerges. 

It’s not so much the old Mata Hari school of 
romantic spying any more—it’s mostly a cold, scien- 
tific business. There is a solace in the good record 
thus far in the fighting against this clever’ enemy 
espionage, but it is well to remember that its 
triumphs come unexpectedly and often in such mag- 
nitude as to make up for hundreds of failures. 

Therefore, the people should take no chances, In 
the words of Col. R. Ernest Dupuy of the War De- 
partment Bureau of Public Relations, “Why in hell 
should you be wagging your jaw? Do you work for 
Hitler or are you just a big, good-hearted guy who 
doesn’t care who dies so long as you get the credit 
for knowing something?” 

That's pretty blunt, perhaps, but ‘the Colonel 
should be thanked for cutting loose with a mouthful.

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GEORGE OF GLUCKSBURG. 

It is true that war makes. strange bedfellows, that 
the man in mortal combat does not gaze too closely 
at the ‘scutcheon of one fighting at his side. Yet 
the visit of George of Greece to the United States 
brings a bitter taste into the mouth. 

This head of the House of Glucksburg—he is not 
even a Greek!—is an odd one to be taking his place 
among those fighting for the realization of the 
Atlantic Charter. Never, before the Nazi invasion 
of Attica, did he show the least love or respect 
for its principles. ) . 

George II, like all of his line, was a tyrant who 
held the scepter only because foreign power strength- 
ened his grip. Indeed, like all the Glucksburgs—with 
the exception of the short-lived Alexander—he was 
driven from his throne, That was in 1923, the year 
after his coronation, From then until 1936, the 
Greeks enjoyed some of the liberty for which they 
had struggled with Byron against the Turks. 

His restoration was’ a shabby story of foreign 
loans, royal marriage and the bayonets of Gen. 
Kondylis—bayonets which dictated popular sanction 
of the business in a typical Nazi plebiscite. It was 
the forerunner of the unbelievably harsh Metaxas 
dictatorship. 

George, once kept from the throne because of 
his pro-German feelings, carried on in the most 
friendly way with the chiefs of the Third Reich. He 
even allowed German observers to watch the arrival 
and disposition of the first British troops sent to his 
support. 

No wonder that Greeks everywhere now ask what 
kind of a rebirth awaits their native land if this 
unhonored king is recognized as the head of its 
government-in-exile. True, in Washington he utters 
the expected platitudes about democracy, but’ those 
who know him best would banish him to the side 
of Roumanian Carol. Should our Government, then, 
not look beyond this man’s title to his record? Let 
us help the Greek foes of Fascism to say once more 
with Byron: . : 

The mountains look on Marathon— 
And Marathon looks on the sea; 
And musing there an hour alone, 
I dreamed that Greece might still be frees 
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THE WAR EFFORT ON ART HILL. 

There is a new kind of art show at the museum in 
Forest Park which ought to have an appeal wider 
than almost anything which has been featured 
there in the past. It is not that the pictures are 
masterpieces, Quite to the contrary, the standard 
of the show is not very high, but its subject mat- 
ter is as timely as it can possibly be: war in art. 

There are about 100 pictures, water colors, prints 
and drawings, which were purchased by the Office 
of Emergency Management after a national com- 
petition for illustrations of our war effort.

Obituary Boomerang. 
“Leading Dutch newspapers were 
compelled to print obituary notices 


of Dutch Nazis killed on the Rus-| 


sian front, the notices reading that 
these men had fallen ‘in the strug- 
gle against Bolshevism, for Leader, 
People and Fatherland.’ Many 
people cut out these notices and 
returned them to the newspaper 
offices labeled, ‘Splendid,’ ‘Hearty 
congratulations,’ or ‘A thousand 
more like him should be killed.’ 

“Hundreds of clandestine print- 
ing presses hidden throughout oc- 
cupied Europe turn out secret 
newspapers, bringing to their 
readers news of the outside world 
and stories forbidden by the Nazi 
press. Under Nazi law’the penalty 
is death or torture for reporting, 
publishing, distributing or reading 
the underground papers. 

“Regardless of consequences, 
people of the occupied countries 
continue to listen to short-wave 
broadcasts from the Allies. A deep 
hunger for truth draws them to 
these voices from the free world. 

“Thousands of Poles have es 
caped and now fight with the 
United Nations against the Axis. 
Representatives of 2000 wunder- 
ground groups have met secretly 
‘somewhere in Poland’ and issued 
a Manifesto of the Peoples of the 
World, reading in part: ‘We have 
been driven underground. Every 
day a blood-thirsty terrorism 
takes its toll of victims from 
among us... yet free life has 
been born and is developing in 
the darkness of conspiracy, swell- 
ing into a powerful, unconquer- 
able tide which will sweep over 
the occupying Powers, who are 
surrounded by the merciless hat- 
red of all Poles, and prevent the 
enemy from settling down and 
strengthening his hold on our 
country.’ 


Sabotage in France. 

“Sabotage in France has result- 
ed in transportation delays, poor 
work in factories turning out im- 
plements of war, inefficient tight- 
ening of screws and bolts on 
trucks and tractors, and damage 
to plants. Sabotage of switches 
on French railroads has caused 
numerous: wrecks of trains carry- 
ing arms and ammunition. 

“Sacks containing wheat have 
been slashed so that when the 
much-needed grain has arrived in 
Germany it is spilled across the 
floor of the train. Cables have 
been cut, railroad bridges dynamit- 
ed. Railroad and telephone lines 
near Lyon, for one, have been de- 
stroyed. Wire attachments have 
been poorly made, pipe joints not 
securely fastened. Skillful indus- 
trial sabotage, especially of compli- 
cated machinery, has been diffi- 
cult to detect during inspection. 
Inferior assembly work on mobile 
units manufactured in French fac- 
tories for use by the German mili- 
tary often hag not revealed itself 
until the truck or tractor has tak- 
en tothe road, causing breakdowns 
and crucial delays in transporta- 
tion. 

Czech Turtle Symbol. | 

“In addition to the countiess V 
signs that sprang up magically on 
sidewalks, signboards, posters and 
sides of buildings everywhere, the 
Czechs have drawn pictures of tur- 
tles, symbolizing the industrial 
slowdown in their factories. The 
Czechs have mastefed the art of 
industrial sabotage. Oil wagons 
have been punctured, troop trains 
sent crashing into each other, am- 
munition incorrectly sorted. One 
shipment of 20 million pieces of 
tampered-with ammunition had to 
be returned to a Czecho-Slovakian 
factory because, if German retouch 
workers had attempted to attach 
time fuses they would have been 
blown sky high. One factory con- 
veniently lost a cancellation slip 
and worked for several weeks on 
an order the Germans did not 
want, thus wasting invaluable raw 
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‘gent search. Tiny defects have 
bare uncovered on airplane parts. 
| Occasionally, machines have been 
(run 80 fast that they have caught 
fire, or been worn out long before 
their normal life spans, . 

“Strikes have been called in fac- 
teries using huge furnaces just be- 
fore the furnaces must be stoked. 
Once they go out it takes at least 
48 hours to fire them again and 
precious time has been lost to 
the German war machine. Finished 
war materials, desperately needed 
on the Russian front, have been 
misdirected to Berlin, while train- 
loads of useless scrap iron have 
been sent to the Russian front. 
The Czechoslovakian government- 
in-exile, located in London, has es- 
timated that Czech industrial pro- 
duction has been lowered 35 per 
cent as a result of persistent slow- 
downs. 


Jugoslav Armed Revolt. 

“Yugoslavs are in open armed 
revolt against Hitler. Thousands 
strong, they are led by Gen. Draja 
Mihailovic, a fiery Serb who 
retired to the mountainous regions 
near Albania last spring after the 
German invasion. Gen. Mihailovic 
took with him light artillery, 
motorcyles, a few planes, armored 
cars and light tanks. His men 
are Yugoslav regulars by-passed by 
the German Army, Chetnik guerilla 
fighters, Serbs and Croats and 
Slovenes. Mihailovic’s forces 
fight in small, separated groups, 
sweeping from their mountain fast- 
nesses to destroy Axis troop con- 
centrations, born storehouses of 
Axis equipment, and wreck trans- 
portation facilities bearing Axis 
supplies. They have behind them 
centuries of bold guerilla tradition 
and the silent aid of thousands of 
peasants. 

“Aftonbladet, a Swedish paper, 
noted on January 14, 1942, that, 
ten-year-old boys have recently 
fought with the Chetnik troops. 
The insurgents have an excellent 
news service, and are always well- 
informed of the activities of the 
enemy. . .. Captured prisoners 
are released against ransom: 4&4 
colonel costs a certain amount of 
food and ammunition, a major is 
cheaper, and an ordinary soldier 
can be rescued for a rifle!’ They 
fight within 50 miles of Belgrade, 
and have ventured into the city 
itself. Mihailovic continues his 
fight for liberation in the moun- 
tainous regions of southern Ser- 
bia, parts of Croatia, and across 
perhaps 20,000 of the 96,000 square 
miles of Yugoslavia that Hitler 
thought he had conquered last 
year. Mihailovic is said to con- 
trol three-fourths of old Serbia and 
parts of Herzegovina, Bosnia, and 
Montenegro, 

“When the resistance first made 
itself felt, the Axis referred to 
Mihailovic- and his forces as 
merely a band of ‘communists and 
criminals emptied from prisons 
when the war began.’ But to meet 
the threat of this ‘mere band’ the 
Axis must keep numerous Italian, 
Hungarian, Bulgarian, and Ru- 
manian divisions in the Balkans. 
Unless heavily armed and in great 
numbers, Axis troops are unsafe 
outside their barracks. They are 
suddenly surprised from behind 
and annihilated. Main railroad 
lines cannot be safely traveled. 
The countryside is alive with re- 
volt, 

“Greek guerilla bands, living in 
the hills, strike at German and 
Italian encampments and supply 
lines in Greere arid Crete. Co- 
ordinating their efforts with 
those of Gen. Mihsailovic, 5000 


along the Bulgarian border, swung 
into action in April, 1942; several] 
hundred Nazi soldiers were killed, 
and a troop train wrecked east 
of Salonika. 

“And what ig Hitler’s answer to 
those who resist? Canceled food 
cards, slow starvation, exile, con- 
centration camps, torture, and 
death, One cannot hope to list 
accurately the thousands upon 
thousands of people — fathers, 
mothers, children, corner grocers, 
doctors, postmen—who have been 
slain by the Nazis.”

HE war, like no other event since the Soviets came into power, 
has subjected to the severest’ kind of test a vast array of revo- 
lutionary concepts, practices, sanctities and taboos, Some, such as 


the collectivized control of property and the principle of racial and

national equality, have gathered fresh momentum and fresh strength, 
while others are undergoing a process of ferment and transformation 


which is fraught with far-reaching 

It is too early to draw decisive 
conclusions, but to an outsider like 
myself, here after an absence of 


six years, certain new facts are too, 


obtrusive not to challenge serious 
reflection. Consider, for example, 
the significance of the Russian at- 
titude toward the Germans. On 
this subject the Russian press, the 


Russian leaders and the Russian 
people -- above all, the Russian 
youth — speak with impassioned 
frankness. 


There is a hearty acceptance of 
Premier Joseph: V. Stalin’s pro- 
nouncement that Russia is not har- 
boring the least desire for the de- 
struction of the German nation. 
Were the Red Army to occupy Ger- 
man territory, it never would be 
permitted, it is universally held 
here, to visit on the German civil- 
ian population the depredations 
and humiliations which the 
man Army has been heaping end- 
lessly on Russian civilians. Neither 
the military nor political leader- 
ship would countenance such a 
form of revenge. 


Hatred Boiling Over. 


The great names in German lit- 
erature, such as Goethe, Heine, 
Schiller and Thomas Mann, are as 
revered as ever by the Russian 
masses. Yet Russian hearts are 
boiling over with hatred to an ex- 
tent hardly with parallel in the 
history of Russia, 


I cannot emphasize too vigorous- 
ly the meaning in articles on this 
subject by two leading Russian 
novelists, Mikhail Sholokhov and 
Alexei Tolstoy, which appeared re- 
cently in the same issue of Kras- 
naya Zvezda (the army organ Red 
Star) and which were reprinted in 
other papers all over the country. 
The title of Sholokhov’s piece, 
which occupied an entire, closely 
printed page, was “The Science of 
Hate.” Tolstoy's article was en- 
titled “Kill the Beast.” The theme 
of the two articles was the same: 
Germans are enemies. 


Sholokhov tells of a Siberian lieu- 
tenant named Gerasimov whom he 
met at the front, who so loathes 
the Germans that the mere sight 
of German war prisoners can 
arouse a paroxysm of rage. On in- 
vestigation he discovered that 
Gerasimov had been a prisoner of 
war of the Germans and had ¢s- 
caped, and that his experiences had 
made him such a fountain of hate 
that he could look only at dead 
Germans “with pleasure.” 

“Violently,” said Gerasimov, “I 
hate the Germans for all they have 
done to our country and to me per- 
sonally.” And again: “No one ever 
imagined we would have to fight 
against such shameless villains as 
the German Army.” : 


Tolstoy's Plea. 

These words speak for them- 
selves, as does the impassioned 
concluding paragraph of Tolstoy's 
piece: “Comrade, friend, dear fel-

meaning for Russia and the world. 
low man at the front or the rear— 
if your hate cools, look up, if only 
to the imagination of your child. 
» . You will understand the im- 
possible, get accustomed to hate, 
let it burn within you like a vision 
of a German black hand choking 
the throat of your child.” 

In private conversation the lan- 


guage is no less violent: one has to 
be ‘here to talk to people who have 
been under German occupation to 
appreciate the depth of hate and 
wrath’ the German depredations 
have stirred. And the Russians 
know only too well now that Ger- 
man peasants, workers and others 
support the mighty military ma- 
chine which is ruthlessly devastat- 
ing Russian lands and pogromiz- 
ing the Russian people. After a 
year of war the German masses 
in the army are still fighting 
demoniacally to subjugate Russia 
and to annihilate not only Russian 
culture but the Russian people. 

A recent issue of The Historical 
Journal, in an article on “The Idea 
of Patriotism in Russian Litera- 
‘ture,” quotes significantly a pas- 
sage from “The Little Boy Without 
Trousers” by the satirist Saltykov 
Shchendrin, as follows: 


“Who is the most heartless op- 
pressor of the Russian working 
man? The German, Who is the 
most ruthless teacher? The Ger- 
man, Who is the most dull-witted 
administrator? The German, Who 
inspires the abuse of power? The 
German. .. . Your (German) civil- 
igation is second-rate; only your 
greed and envy are first-rate, and 
this greed you cheerfully identify 
with justice.” 


A Child’s Question, 


The other night a Russian moth- 
er said: “My T-year-old daughter 
asked if these enemies of ours are 
real people. I said, ‘Of course.’ 
Then the girl said, ‘You mean 
people like you and papa?’ ‘Yes,’ 
said. ‘Have they children, too? 
Again I said, ‘Yes.’ And the little 
girl, a little frightened said, ‘Aren't 
these children ashamed of their 
parents’?” . 

Though adhering unswervingly 
to the creed of racial and national! 
equality, the Russian people, and 
eapecially the youth, have a deep 
feeling about the guilt of the Ger- 
man people. Only yesterday an old 
Russian worker said: “Hitler gave 
Germany not only the hide but the 
heart of‘a wolf.” : 

I cannot imagine any Ruasian, 
especially among the young people, 
wanting at the end of the war to 
spend a single drop of blood or a 
single Russian sunflower to help 
any group in Germany to enthrone 
any kind of a new society, however 
leftist it might be. I cannot escape 
the conclusion that Russia will 
want nothing so much as to place 
Germany and the Germans under 
such contro! that they never again

Interpreting the War News 


TIME RIPE FOR ATTACK ON SIBERIA

[TLER’S mass offensive in 
Huss is so perilously close 

to cutting Russian armies of 
the south and of the Caucasus off 
from those of the north and east, 
that the time seems ripe for action 
elsewhere by both the Axis and 
the Allies to complement or 
counter the German successes. 


The danger of a German break- 
through from the Don to the Volga 
on a wide front is very real. Stalin- 
grad, great industrial center is on 
the Volga—and Hitler's headqyart- 
ers indicated as the week end 
started that his forces were within 
80 miles of the city. To the south- 
east is the Caspian Sea. Should 
the Nazis drive through to the sea 
they would cut off the great oil 
fields of the Caucasus and isolate 
a great mass of the Red Army, 
Marshal Timoshenko’s rail com- 
munications with the north have 
been broken. The right flank of 
hig line on the upper Don stands 
threatened also with isolation from 
its southern wing. Presumably he 
must look eastward for supplies 
and reinforcements. 


Japan‘s Moment. 

Therefore, the moment for 
which Japan has been waiting, to 
strike at Siberia, may be at hand.

Chungking accounts have in- 
sisted for weeks that heavy Japa- 
nese forces were being moved 
northward for use in July against 
Siberia. It is there that the first 
“second front” of the 1942 cam- 
paign might develop on Japanese 
initiative. 

To support that view it can be 
argued that Hitler’s Japanese ac- 
complice, despite the trouncing 
received at American hands at 
Midway, has laid a _ protective 
ground work in the Western Aleu- 
tians for an attack on Siberia. The 
Japanese footholds on the extreme 
northwestern tip of American ter- 
ritory could to some extent impede 
American aid for Russia. 


Battle In Egypt. 

In Egypt the advantages of 
communications and position seem 
to be with the British.

One of the original 
members, who is its adjutant, is a 
St. Louis man, Capt. Preston King 
Horner. Capt. Horner has three 
daughters and a brother living in 
St. Louis and his mother, Mrs. E. 
P. Horner, resides at 10,341 Man- 
chester road, Kirkwood. 

This First American Squadron 
is the only American unit in the 
Home Guards. Its strength is 70 
officers and men. It is probably 
called a “squadron” instead of a 
company because it is completely 
and highly mobile, being equipped 
with a number of powerful auto- 
mobiles which were donated by 
members and friends. It is well 
and heavily armed. 

The squadron is not allocated to 
the defense of any particular dis- 
trict of London or the surrounding 
country. Because of its mobility 
it would, in the event of an in- 
vasion of England act under the 
orders of British Army headquart- 
ers tor the London district. The 
squadron drills two nights a week 
and goes out all day on Saturdays 
for extended exercises, Occasional- 
ly it takes part in big army man- 
euvers. 

Here Two Years Ago. 

Capt. Horner first came to Lon- 
don in 1920. Most of the mines 
in which he is now interested are 
located in Siam, Thailand and in 
view of the virtual occupation of 
that country by Japan, he is 
rather detached from them for 
the time being. During the last 
war he was in the Belgium Congo, 
where he was director general of 
the Union.

Rentschler and Wilson. | 

Frederick Brant Rentschler, 
chairman of United Aircraft, was 
a captain in- the A. E. F. Air 
Force. James Howard (Dutch) 
Kindelberger, president of North 
American Aviation, Inc., joined the 
Army Air Service in 1918 as a 
pilot, and served as flight instruc- 
tor at Park Field, Memphis. The 
president of Beech Aircraft, Wal- 
ter H. Beech, spent the five years 
1917-21 in the Army Air Corps. Bur- 
dette S. Wright, vice-president in 
charge of the airplane division of 
the 
was a flyer in France, winning the 
Distinguished Service Cross and 
the Croix de Guerre. 

One of the most picturesque of 
these executives is Eugene Edward 
Wilson, and the highlight of his 
career came in March, 1929, when 
he was serving as Chief of Staff, 
with the rank of Commander, to 
Rear Admiral Joseph M. Reeves, 
now retired. Both were aboard the 
carrier Saratoga, which started far 
down the coast of South America, 
steamed northward at full speed, 
penetrated a screen of warships 
and land-based military aircraft, 
and launched a triumphant “at- 
tack” on the Panama Canal with 
carrier-borne planes. 

In this operation Admiral Reeves 
developed for the first time the 
modern tactic of employing air- 
craft carriers as the spearhead of 
a naval task force, The lesson 
was pigeonholed by “battleship 
brass hats” in the Navy Depart- 
ment, but hot by the Japanese. 
The maneuver was observed by the 
inevitable Jap tankers and fishing 
boats, and was used 12 years later 
as a model for the raid on Pearl 
Harbor. 

Wilson was born nearly 55 years 
ago at Dayton, Wash., attended 
high school in Seattle and was ap- 
pointed to the Naval Academy: in 
1904. On being graduated four 
years later, he began 26 years of 
service in the Navy as chief engi- 
neer of a torpedo boat, apparently 
because no one else wanted the 
job. This accident determined his 
career, which included a master’s 
degree in engineering at Columbia. 

During the first World War, he 
was chief engineer of the U. &. 8. 
Arkansas, which joined the British 
Grand Fleet in the North Sea, and 
had its anchorage near one of the 
first plane carriers in,history, Eng- 
land’s Argus. Wilson studied its 
activities with fascination. 

Protege of Admiral Moffett. © 

At the end of the war, he was 
placed in command of the Great 
Lakes airplane mechanics school, 
and there came in close touch with 
the father of American naval avia- 
tion, the late Rear Admiral William 
A. Moffett, who founded and be- 
came the first Chief of the Bureau 
of Aeronautics. Admiral Moffett 
brought Wilson to Washington as 
Chief of the Bureau’s Engine Sec- 


tion. Though beyond the official 


age limit, Wilson qualified as a 
naval flyer at Pensacola, and acted 
for two years as chief of staff of 
the Navy’s first aircraft squadron, 
consisting of the carriers Langley, 
Saratoga and Lexington. 

While in the Bureau of Aero- 
nautics, he had a primary part in 
establishing the Navy’s policy of 
making exclusive use of radial 
air-cooled motors in its war planes. 
He was influenced in this decision 
by Capt. Rentschler, who was presi- 
dent of the Wright Aeronautical 
Corporation and later founded his 
own company, the Pratt & Whitney 
Aircraft Corporation, now a sub- 
sidiary of United Aircraft. Both 
Wright and Pratt & Whitney have 
specialized in air-cooled engines. 

Around these motors the Engine 
Section of the Bureau of Aero- 
nautigs developed the Boeing and 
Curtiss fighter planes, the Vought 
Corsair scout plane and the Martin 
torpedo and bombing craft. At 
Rentschler’s instance, Wilson re- 
signed from the Navy in 1930 to 
become president of the Hamilton 
Standard Propellers division -of 
United Aircraft. He was soon ap- 
pointed president of two other sub- 
sidiaries, Sikorsky Aircraft and 
the Chance-Vought Corporation. On 
May 6, 1940, he was elected presi- 
dent of United Aircraft itself.

Sorensen sent engineers to the 
Pratt & Whitney and Consolidated 
plants, and on receiving their re- 
ports instantly pronounced that 
“this is a new job.” From his

Martin Iowa-Born. 

Glenn L. Martin, a native of 
Iowa, made bi-plane kites as a boy 
and at the age of 11 built a glider. 
When he was 20, he took posses- 
sion of a tiny abandoned church 
in Santa Ana, Cal., and there con- 
structed his first airplane, in 
which he taught. himself to fly. 
Two years later, he was barnstorm- 
ing at country fairs with such 
daredevils as Glenn Curtiss and 
Lincoln Beachey. In 1912 he flew 
the first air mail, and in 1913 
dropped the first bombs from an 
airplane. During the same year 
he made the first extended over- 
ocean flight, to Catalina Island 
and return. 

His career has been a parade of 
such “firsts.” He is credited with 
building the Army’s first training 
and bombing plane, the famous 
model TT; the earliest twin-en- 
gine bomber, the first night plane, 
the first all-metal seaplane, the 
pioneer dive-bomber and the first 
transoceanic air leviathans, the 
China Clipper and her sister craft. 
Today, at an enormous plant near 
Baltimore, the Glenn L. Martin 
Co. is turning out a great volume 
of B-26 medium bombers for the 
Army, Mariner PBM patrol bomb- 
ers for the Navy and Baltimore 
medium bombers for Britain. 


Keeping Ahead of Procession. 


Proud of his record in keeping 
far ahead of the procession, Mar- 
tin- had no sooner launched the 
world’s largest flying boat, the 70- 
ton Mars, on its trial trip, than 
he announced that his designers 
had completed blueprints for a 
plane of 175 tons, able to carry 102 
passengers, half a ton of luggage 
and 12 tons of mail and cargo from 
New York to London in 13 hours. 

Martin believes that when peace 
arrives all the world’s mail will be 
carried by air and that planes will 
be used on a large scale for ex- 
press, freight and passenger traf- 
fic over land and sea. He is also 
convinced that the air bomber has 
doomed the battleship. One of his 
favorite predictions is that bomb- 
ing planes will soon make the 
Panama Canal of no military im- 
portance whatever, and will out- 
date the two-ocean American fleet 
before its last ship comes off the 
ways.

Under Burdette Wright, the Buf- 
falo plant manufactures the Navy's 
Helldiver bomber; the greatest of 
twin-engined transport planes, the 
Curtiss Commando, and the P-40 
series of fighter planes. The new- 
est of the line, Warhawk, is the 
Army’s sole high-altitude pursuit 
craft now in “battle production.” 
Its ceiling of performance was 
raised to more than 30,000 feet by 
replacing the Allison liquid-cooled 
motor with the Rolls-Royce Mer- 
lin, which has a_ turbo-super- 
charger, Another specialty is an 
electric propeller which is stand- 
ard equipment for most of the 
Army’s fighter planes. There are 
now 14 Curtiss-Wright plants, 
turning out Wright engines and 
Curtiss planes and »ropellers; and 
a fifteenth is nearing completion. 

James Howard Kindelberger, a 
native of Wheeling, W. Va., quit 
high school in the first year, at 
the age of 16, and.went to work 
as draftsman for a tube company. 
Two years later for the first time 
he saw an airplane fly, at the 
Wheeling fairgrounds, with Lin- 
coln Beachey as pilot. Having en- 
listed in the Army Engineering 
Corps, Kindelberger obtained a 
transfer to the Air Service and 
learned to fly. After the war, he 
served as a draftsman for the 
Glenn L. Martin Co., then in Cleve- 
land; and next became chief en- 
gineer for the Douglas Aircraft 
Co. in Los Angeles. In 1935 he 
was appointed president of an ob- 
scure concern called North Ameri- 
can Aviation, Inc., which was try- 
ing to build trainer planes in a 
small plant at Inglewood, Cal. 

Three Huge Plants, 

Today. the plant at Inglewood 
ranks among the country’s great 
shops, and two other North Amer- 
ican factories, in Kansas City and 
Texas, are bigger than the parent 
works. The company is still mak- 
ing trainers for the American and 
British armies—the BT-9 and BT- 
14 basic trainers, and the AT-6, 
SNJ-2 and Harvard advanced 
trainers. It has also launched into 
operational aircraft—the O-47 ob- 
servation plane, the P-51 Mustang 
fighter and particularly the B-25 
medium bomber, a fleet of which 
bore Gen. Doolittle and his airmen 
in the Tokyo raid, 

According to his associates, Kin- 
delberger has not taken a vacation 
in the last 20 years. Early in 1942 
he was elected first president of 
the newly created Aircraft War 
Production Council, comprising 
the chief executives of eight major 
aircraft manufacturers on the Pa- 
cific Coast. Its purpose 
speed victory “by co-ordinating the 
resources and energies of the air- 
plane industry.” : 

Bell the Airacobra Man, 

Larry Bell, who had put into 
service 2000 Airacobras prior to 
Pearl Harbor, was born 48 years 
ago at Mentone, Ind., the tenth 
of 10 children. . An elder brother, 
Grover, became an exhibition fly- 
er, and Larry, in his teens, went 
to work as a mechanic for him 
and Lincoln Beachey. Grover was 
killed in an accident in 1913. Lar- 
ry was associated with Glenn Mar- 
tin in the latter’s early career, and 
in 1928 joined the Consolidated 
Aircraft Corporation, in which he 
rose to be vice-president and gen- 
eral manager. 

When Consolidated removed 
from Buffalo to San Diego in 1935, 
Bell remained behind with little 
money but an idea, This was that 
pursuit craft should not be air- 
planes with guns, but fire-power 
on wings.

weekly earnings of employes in 
that industry are less than those 
in other industries.

The union contends that the rise 
in the cost of living—13.3 per cent 
—since the steel wage increase of 
April, 1941, warrants the increase. 
“The workers are merely geeking,” 
says. Murray, “to obtain a wage 
adjustment which will correct the 
injustice created during the past 
year,” 

The companies reply that 
changes in the cost of living 
should not be considered in fixing 
wages unless these changes result 
in substandard pay. To grant the 
$l-a-day demand, the companies 
say, would be to threaten the 
country with a disastrous infla- 
tionary spiral. Attention is called 
by the companies to the Presi- 
dent’s statements, April 27, last, 
that “our standard of living will 
have to come down” and that “sta- 
bilizing the cost of living will mean 
that wages in general can and 
should be kept at existing scales.” 
Dealing only briefly with infla- 
tion, the panel doubted whether the 
evidence “sufficiently .supported” 
the companies’ contentions, 
“General economic conditions,” 
the panel said, “are the principal 
cause of changes in wage rates, 
rather than any specific change in 
a particular industry.” ez 
Such, in rough outline, are the 
conflicting arguments in the steel 
case. Not since the captive mines 
dispute, which wrecked the old Na- 
tion Defense Mediation Board, have 
Mr. Davis and his colleagues been 
put to such an exacting test of 
their wisdom, or one with such a 
profound bearing on the national 
economy.

seph J. Raemdonck, 8. J., superin- 
tendent of the university kitchen 
for the last 23 years, who is ob- 
serving his golden jubilee in the 
Society of Jesus. 

High mass at 8 a. m. celebrated 
by the Rev, Harry B, Crimmins, S§. 
J., president of the university, will 
open the observance in St. Francis 
Xavier Church. Raemdonck, who 


is “Brother Van” to students and/ 


faculty, because his family name 
was 0 Van Raemdonck, 
will have a seat of honor in the 
sanctuary. A dinner will be held 
in his honor in the Jesuit refec- 
tory in the evening. 


Planned 50,000 Meals. 
He estimates that in his 50 years 


as a Jesuit he. has planned more 
than 50,000 meals, costing nearly 


* three million dollars. His meals 


are served to the 210 Jesuits at the 
university and the"70 or 80 stu- 
dénts living in watvernity dormi- 
tories. 

Born 68 years ago-in Antwerp, 
Belgium, Brother Raemdonck came 
to St. Louis in 1882 with others 
of his family. He was 9 years 
old. A fire at sea had destroyed 
all their possessions, and he went 
to work at an early age to assist 
with family finances. His mother, 
he said, “had high ambitions for 
her children and, with her deter- 
mination as a guiding force, our 
lot steadily improved.” 

Brother Van, the eldest, entered 
the Jesuit Society at St. Stanislaus 
Seminary, Florissant, when he was 
18. One of his brothers became a 
plumber and lives in St. Louis. An- 
other operates a planing mill in 
Houston, Tex. Dr. Alphonse J. 
Raemdonck, practicing physician 
and assistant professor of internal 
medicine at St. Louis University, is 
Raemdonck’s youngest brother, the 
only member of the family born 
in America. 


Formerly at Florissant. 


First assigned as a Jesuit to 
Creighton University, Brother Van 
was there for seven years. Later 
he was cook at Florissant and eat 
St. Aloysius parish, Kansas City. 

He said that he and his family 
made the trip to the United States 
on a combination steamer and sail- 
boat which caught fire eight days 
out of port, the 185 passengers tak- 
ing to lifeboats in mid-ocean. 

“There were 35 people to a 
lifeboat and the water was only a 
few inches from the top of the 
boat,” he went on. “Four men were 
kept busy bailing out the water 
that came in over the sides. It 
was in the month of October and 
the passengers prayed to the Queen 
of the Most Holy Rosary.” 

“Not a single life was lost. We 
got into the lifeboats at 2 o’clock 
in the afternoon and were picked 
up at 11 o'clock that night by a 
German boat attracted to the scene 
by the flames. We had several 
anxious moments when the basket, 
in which my 2-year-old sister was 
being lifted to the rescue boat, 
tipped and threw her into the 
water. Fortunately, she suffered 
only a complete drenching.” 

The loss of property at sea 
caused a change in the plans of 
the Raemdoncks, who had intend- 
ed to settle on a large Minnesota 
farm. They came to St. Louis be- 
cause Brother Van’s mother was 
acquainted with some of the Bel- 
gian Jesyits here,

$4,112,649 Spent Through 47 
Agencies, Annual. Report 
Shows. 


Catholic Charities provided care 
for more than 23,400 persons in 47 
agencies, with a total expenditure 
of $4,112,649, of which $552,607 was 
supplied by United Charities, the 
Rev. John J. Butler, president, re- 
ported in the annual statement 
yesterday. 
Child, family and adult care, 
group work and hospital service 
are included. In the agencies for 
child welfare 4301 children were 
provided for at a cost of $456,245, 
about two-thirds of which was 
donated by United Charities. 
A total of 13 health service units 
gave 672,345 days of care, with 
152,621 days free of charge, and 
and 144,200 
free dispensary treatments, at a 
cost of $3,245,760, with about $250.,- 
000 of this sum supplied by United 
Charities. 
Four group work agencies assist- 
ed 1756 persons at a cost of $26,- 
896, of which about thrte-fifths 
was donated by United Charities. 
About 1,298,000 meals were 
served and 210,146 lodgings prbovid- 
ed for 4821 persons’ at a cost of 
$260,200 at seven homes for adults, 
while four family agencies cared 
for 12,531 persons and 1000 fami- 
lies, at a cost of $123,542, with 
$74,000 supped by United Chari- 
ties.

tra. There were middle-aged, mid- 
dle class partners in clime who 
had married off their children and 
sallied forth to follow the sun and 
fool the weather.

There were wanderlustful young 
couples smitten with the witch- 
ment of the road; raffish, ill- 
washed questionables whose rattle- 
traps and bounderism were a men- 
ace to the highways.

P N warm weather the hair

not washed often enough, it 
may become oily, or limp and

If the scalp is not too dry, and 
if mild, pure soap ig used, fre- 
quent shampooing should do no 
harm; the hair will smell all the 
sweeter for it and look more 
crisply alive, . The average girl 
should wash her hair at least 
once a week; if it is very oily, 
then twice a week may be ad- 
visable.

The market crash sent him back 
to night-club singing. Fefe ap- 
peared at the Monsigneur Club in 
Paris and the Cafe Anglais in Lon- 
don, then branched out as a pro- 
ducer of cafe entertainment at 
Monte Carlo. He rose to become 
second in command in the Riviera 
spot, subordinate only to Rene 
Leon. His duties consisted of con- 
ceiving divertissement that would 
take patrons’ minds off their 
chemin-de-fer losses. His efforts 
in this direction were spectacular. 
Long before Billy Rose rounded up 
his first thousand chorus girls, 
Fefe was producing lavish water 
shows in the Mediterranean on 
floating steel islands while swim- 
ming girls, painted with gold, aqua- 
planed and fireworks sparkled 
overhead,

IN 1936, Fefe startled London 
with a revue that starred Lou 
Holtz, Ruth Etting and Lupe Velez, 
and had a book by Irving Caesar 
and Ray Henderson’s music. He 
startled himself when it met with 
an early demise. The New York 
world’s fair was being organized at 
this time and Fefe hurried here 
with a characteristic project. This 
called for a mammoth reconstruc- 
tion of Monte Carlo in the Riviera, — 
with gambling rooms, night clubs, 
fountains, a water spectacle and 
dozens of cafes, all of which was 
to cost over a million dollars and 
would occupy a site no larger than 
the city of Albany. Fefe promoted 
$700,000 of the required $1,300,000, 
but, as he says: “I couldn’t get 
the rest, thank God!” Fefe was . 
represented at the fair by the Ru- 
manian Pavilion, which he man- 
aged for the home government, 
and he also had a hand in the 
Terrace Club. When the exposi- 
tion closed, he bobbed up with the 
Monte Carlo, opened in partner- 
ship with Gene Cavallero, owner 
of the Colony Restaurant.

Washboiler Clambake. 


-O-

F there is such a thing as a 
| perennial recipe, then today’s 

choice is it. Every year about 
this time my thoughts turn fondly 
to a clambake, especially when I 
see corn on the cob'in market and 
fine, big, red watermelons arriv- 
ing in great numbers. Besides a 
clambake is lots of fun and the 
more the merrier. Twelve is a 
good number of guests to provide 
for; although if you have difficulty 
in getting that many congenial 
souls together, don’t let that stop 


you. Cut the recipe in halves and 


thirds, but get started. We have 
even gone to the bother to do a 
clambake for two, using a large 
saucepan to accommodate the 
smaller quantity of food. Work the 
recipe out to meet your needs by 
either increasing or decreasing the 
quantity of food. 

A number of years ago I pur- 
chased a standard size washboiler 
which I use exclusively for my 
clambake. For an enjoyable out- 
of-doors sport I recommend this 
clambake. The advance prepara- 
tion should be done in your own 
home. 

To accomplish this popular clam- 
bake it is important to obtain the 
sea fodds that I will mention. 
First, you will want about four 
dozen of the very large hard-shell 
clams. These extra large clams 
are not to be eaten; we will use 


half of them to make clam broth 


and the other half will be used to 
line the bottom of the washboiler 
to create steam for our clambake. 
We will make our clam broth first. 

Steam two dozen of these clams 


in two quarts of water; cover the 
pot in which the clams are steam- 
ing. Along with the liquid from 
the clams it should produce two 
and one-half quarts or possibly 
three quarts of clam broth. Now, 
before I go too deep in the clam- 
bake recipe let me remind you 
that these proportions are for 12, 


Now you have your clam broth 
—good! We will proceed with the 
“makings” of the clambake. Place 
first in the boiler a thick layer of 
wet seaweed and on top of the sea- 
weed a layer of those extra large 
hard-shell clams. Now comes an- 
other layer of wet seaweed. Please 
remember the seaweed must be 
wet, because only two quarts of 
water goes into the boiler, If you 
reside too far fromm the seashore 
and you find that seaweed is un- 
obtainable, you can use wet spinach 
and outer leaves of lettuce. On 
top of this last layer of seaweed 
place six small chickens (broiler 
size), which have been split so as 
to make 12 pieces. Season each 
half of chicken with a little salt: 
and pepper.: Wrap the halves of 
chicken in cheesecloth and tie up 
loosely. Along with and around 
the chicken place one dozen sweet 
potatoes, skins on. Also 12 ears 
of green corn which have been 
trimmed. for cooking. Now comes 
another layer of Wet seaweed; on 
top of that you can have your 
choice of small lobsters or fish. 

In place of lobster, I use a small 
sea bass or mackerel weighing just 
under a pound. The fish is cleaned, 
of course, and seasoned with salt 


and pepper, then tied loosely with 


cheesecloth. You see the idea of 
using the cheesecloth is to be able 
to pick these individual portions 
out of the boiler ‘in a quick and 
easy fashion. 


When you have placed the fish 
on a bed of seaweed, also place 
among them, this time, 12 white po- 
tatoes, skins on. Place another 
layer of wet seaweed over the fish. 
Now the top of the boiler is packed 
‘with soft-shell clams. These clams 
we eat, so let us provide six dozen, 
which will serve six clams to each 
portion. Now one more layer of 
seaweed and your “makings” are 
complete. Clamp cover on the boil- 
er and it’s all set for the steam- 
ing, which should be doné over a 
low heat for about two hours. 


If the clambake is to be served 
in or near the home, thén of course 
the steaming can be done in your 
own kitchen. If you want to give a 
clambake with a real local color, 
move the whole works right down 
to the beach, build a fire and cook 
the clambake right out in the open. 
When the clambake is ready to be 
served, remove the cover from the 
boiler, discard seaweed, and serve 
each guest with a portion of the 
softshell ‘clams (about six), With 
the soft-shell clams serve a demi- 
tasse of piping hot clam broth. The 
clams are entirely a finger food 
--remove them from the shell and 
at the same time pull off loose 


black skin. The clam is dipped into 


ho: broth and then into Babcock 
Sauce. 3 


Now for the second course. On 
each plate serve the whole small 
fish (or half a lobster) and a white 


potato. Ba k Sauce also ac- 
companies thif'course. It is marvel- 
ous On a steanted sea bass. 


Now take a deep breath and get 
ready for the next course—a half 
broiler on each plate along with 
an ear of corn and a sweet potato. 
No sauce is served here, but pro- 
vide plenty of fresh creamery but- 
ter for the corn and sweet potato. 
A well chilled watermellon an- 
sewers for dessert, and coffee if you 
wish. 


Now for the Babcock Sauce, 
which is made in advance in the 
home kitchen. You remember in 
the beginning we made about 
three quarta of clam. broth from 
hard-shell clams, Some of this clam 
broth we serve with our first 
course of soft-shell clams, so with 
the balance we will make our Bab- 
cock Sauce as follows: 


One cup butter, one-quarter cup 
flour, two teaspoons English mus- 
tard, one quart clam broth, 
strained; one teaspoon salt, two 
teaspoons black. pepper, coarsely 
ground. 

Melt butter, blend in flour and 
dry English mustard; gradually 
add clam broth and bring to boil- 
ing point. Let boil for two minutes, 
add salt and freshly ground black 
pepper. This grinding you should 
do yourself by filling your small 
pepper mill with whole pépper- 
corns. If you haven't a pepper mill 
then you must purchase one, as 
freshly ground black pepper is the 
secret of Babcock Sauce. The 
sauce should be Aeavily flecked 
with black pepper, 
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does it. Every time,

HE hero of “This Above All” is a confused fellow. His confusion, 
in fact, is the moving force of the picture at the Fox Theater, For 
although this British soldier has served with valor in the testing 
hell of Dunkerque, he later jumps his leave and can’t bring himself to 


the world after war, gather about, mix up his mind, scramble his 
courage. 

Our British soldier, Tyrone Power, says he doesn’t know whether 
England—the England of landed aristocracy and industrial barons and 
world-wide imperialism—is worth fighting for. As a matter of fact, 
eur heroine, Joan Fontaine, a member of the classes herself, shares 
some of his views and really tells off her Auntie Iris, when Auntie 
says, “I don’t mind being equal with anybody as long as they don’t 
try to be equal with me.” 

But since there's a war to be won and because Joan is a loyal 
member of the Women’s Auxiliary Air Force, she must persuade Ty- 
rone to get back in there and fight. Her angle is that since England 
has April showers and flowers in the woods, the land must be saved 
from the hard heel of Hitler. After that, toss the Tories out. 

Maybe “This Above All,” which happens to have been made in 
Hollywood, has a message for America as well, In the exhilaration of 
their present pursuits, many persons surely have not forgotten that 
they were playing guerrilla warfare on the social front themselves, only |. 
@ year or two ago. 

The film can be blamed only for not following through, for not 
finishing what it starts, for not giving the spectator something strong

Art Theater Brings Germans 
Back for a New Thrashing 


HE movie week in St. Louis offers, along with “This Above All” 
and the magnificent “Mrs. Miniver,” two comedies at the Mis- 
souri, “Lady in a Jam” and “Sweater Girl”; “This Gun for Hire” 
and “In This Our Life” at the St, Louis, and a second feature at 
the Fox—"“Juke Box Jenny,” not available today, however, . 

' Brought back to the Art Theater, where it was shown originally 
in September, 1939, is one of the finest pictures ever to come from 
Russian film studios or from the studios of any land, for that matter. 
It is “Alexander Nevsky,” a work representing the combined talents 
of Sergei Eisenstein, the director, Sergei Prokofieff, the composer, 
Peter Pavienko, the novelist, and Edward Tisse, Eisenstein’s famous 
cameraman. 

“Alexander Nevsky” would be notable if only because it was a 
work of Eisenstein. For in the entire history of motion pictures, 
the world over, few names have the luster of that of the Russian di- 
rector of “Potemkin” and “Ten Days That Shook the “World.” To see 
any Eisenstein picture is to realize how hopelessly amateur nine out 
of 10 highly-paid directors are. “Alexander Nevsky” is poetry, impres- 
sionism, the essence of action and superb propaganda all in one, 

The story is that of a Prince of Novgorod who vanquished the in- 
vading Teutonic Knights of Germany in the historic “Battle of the 
The setting 
then is medieval and to many the film will recall the mysticism 
of “The Miracle.” Religious services of the Teutonic Knights 
@re unusually grotesque. Heightening the entire effect is Pro- 
kofieff’s original symphonic score, a weird set of harmonies that 
is at once hypnotizing and alarming to the modern mind. In some 
instances, the composer, whose works are popular St. Louis Symphony 
selections and who himself has been guest artist and guest conductor 
with the orchestra, wrote his music ahead of the filming, from a read- 
ing of the script, and Eisenstein and Tisse suited tempo and action. 


"If You Know How, You 
Can Even Kill a Witch—" 

UT where “Alexander Nevsky” is particularly fascinating is in its 

inferences as to present conditions. Bearing in mind that it was 

released in this country early in 1939, before Poland had been 
invaded and before Nazi Germany and Soviet Russia had signed their 
non-aggression pact, one finds the film brilliantly prophetic. 

In the year 1242, thé film tells us, Russia was between two fires— 
the Mongolians were invading the eastern cities and the Teutonic 
Knights of Germany were threatening from the West. But the in- 
habitants of the country, and Prince Alexander Nevsky himself, 
decided that “the Mongolian can wait.” After the German should be 
disposed of, would come the Mongolian’s turn. Mark one parallel then 
to 1942. 

The character of the Teutonic Knights also is interesting. “The 
man has not been born who can defeat us,” they boast. They wear 
frightening costumes, with strange square crosses on their shoulders. 
Some of the leaders’ helmets have upraised hands on them, the or- 
dinary Knights have soup-kettle helmets not unlike those worn by 
Nazi soldiers today. Their passion for destruction of life and property 
is underscored—“If you have a sword, they will kill you, and if you 
have bread, they will kill you.” But all their boasts and military 
skill and tortures and threats fail to. daunt Nevsky and his peasant 
army. For as one old armorer puts it, “If you know how, you can 
even kill a witch.” 

“Alexander Nevsky,” finally, is a splendid action film. The famous 
battle of April 5, 1242, is produced with all whanging of armor, chorus 
of cries, swirl and sway of forces. Handsome Nikolai Cherkassov 
makes an inspiring Prince Alexander and the film follows through, not 
enly to victory but to a statement which should have warned Hitler 
and his minions, those many months ago, Alexander says to the Ger- 
man foot-soldiers: “Go home and tell all in foreign lands that Russia 
lives. Let them’ come to us as guests without fear. But if anyone 
comes to us with the sword, he shall perish by the sword. On this 
the Russian land stands and will stand.” 
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LD Louisiana and the Isle of 
Pines in the Caribbean Sea 
provide settings for Municipal 
Opera’s stage tomorrow hight as 
historical romance replaces modern 
musical comedy. The show is Sig- 
mund Romberg’s “The New Moon,” 
source of the haunting melody,

Shafer, tenor of former seasons 
who returns with this presentation, 
and Edward Roecker, baritone 
from radio and light opera appear- 
ances elsewhere. 

Roecker, a native of New Jersey 
and member of a theatrical fam- 
ily, divided his interests between 
music and sports as long as he 
was attending Temple University 
and for a time was a semi-pro 
baseball player, but through his 
employment at RCA Victor Co. be- 
came a singer. He was starred in 
light opera at Dallas and Louis- 
ville. 

In “The New Moon,” he plays 
opposite Miss Errolle, im the role 
of Robert Misson, the French aris- 
tocrat who goes to Louisiana as 
bond servant to a ship owner and 
becomes enamoured of the ship 
owner’s haughty daughter, Mari- 
anne Beaunoir. 

The period of the action is in 
the late eighteenth century, just 
before the French revolution and it 
is the revolution itself which equal- 
izes the differences between Mari- 
anne and Robert. 

For although Marianne really 
loves the young bondman, she can- 
not overlook the fact that their 
stations in life are not the same. 
Moreover, she observes that the 
republican plotters of the time, 

J with whom Robert associates, have 
some of the characteristics of pi- 
rates. 

Shafer’s role in the week’s pro- 
duction is that of Phillippe, Ro- 
bert’s loyal friend. As Phillippe 
he sings another of the famous 
songs of the show, the bitter la- 
ment entitled “Softly, as in a Morn- 
ing Sunrise,” identified at Munici- 
pal Opera mainly with Leonard 
Ceeley, who sang it in 1930, 1932

Presents New Kind 
Of Lincoln Drama 


NEW YORK, July 11 (AP). 

DISTINGUISHED group of 
Apurerients and players has 

ow formed an experimental 
theater on Broadway where trials 
are given to new plays which might 
not have a popular appeal to com- 
mercial producers. 

The first experiment presents a 
new Abraham Lincoln in the drama 
by Paul Horgan, “Yours, A, Lin- 
coln,” and it is a Lincoln verv 
different from the man one saw 
when Raymond Massey played him 
in Robert E. Sherwood’s “Abe Lin- 
coln in Illinois” or when Frank 
McGlynn - played him in John 
Drinkwater’s “Abraham Lincoln.” 

Lincoln, in Horgan’s drama, is 
shown not so much as a tragic, 
powerful leader of his divided na- 
tion. Instead he is shown as a 
wishful thinking man and one who 
hasn’t the strength to stand up 
against the ambitious aims of War 
Secretary Stanton. 

The story introduces Lincoln in 
his last years when he was both 
trying to conduct the War Be- 
tween the States and at the same 
time trying to reconcile varying 
forces and bring the war to a 
close. He wants, according to Hor- 
gan’s drama, to settle the conflict 
over a conference table and thus 
allow the soldiers on both sides 
to return to their farms and stores. 

But Stanton is presented as dhe 
man with dictatorial aims, the 
member of the Cabinet who seeks 
to take advantage of the gentle 
philosophy of Lincoln and perhaps 


to ride to a higher office. In fact, 


the play intimates that Stanton 
knew considerable about the plot 
of John Wilkes Booth to assassi- 
nate Lincoln. 
The play, which is being given 
in its experimental stage as char- 
performances for the stage 
lef d actors’ funds, is defi- 
pein of the type that would 
attract a commercial manager, al- 
though it is well written and has 
a challenging theme, | 
The producers, among whom are 
Russel Crouse, Robert E. Sher- 
wood, Antoinette Perry and Ar- 


thur Kober, have peopled the play 
with a splendid cast. Vincent 
Price gave a brilliant perform- 
ance as Lincoln, although his per- 
formance cannot be compared to 
previous ones because the Lincoln

Presented for the benefit of the 
Army Emergency Relief Fund, 
“This Ig the Army,” had a first- 
night “take” of about $57,000 at the 
box office, including receipts from 
the regular sale at $27.50 top and 
several reservations at a premium 
price, such as Kate Smith’s who 
sent a $10,000 check for a pair on 
the aisle. Motion picture rights 
have been sold for $250,000 and all 
royalties from Berlin’s new songs, 
already popular on the radio and 
in places of entertainment are ear- 
marked for army relief. The ad- 
vance sale is brisk at from $1.10 
to $4.40, A tour after a limited 
Broadway engagement is contem- 
plated. 

The show was directed by Staff 
Sergeant Ezra Stone, youthful 
stage and radio star, who has 
packed Berlin’s material into a 
fast-moving, completely profession- 
al performance, Female impersona- 
tions, frequently embarrassing at 
best, are carried off with a lusty 
heartiness that leaves no unpleas- 
ant after-taste, and “This Is the 
Army” can rightfully boast of the 
funniest, most energetic chorus, 
girls in the business. 

Recalling the success nearly 35 
years ago of “Yip-Yip Yankhank,” 
contributed by the then-Sergeant 
Berlin, the War Department sev- 
eral months ago invited the com- 
poser to duplicate the job for the 
Army Relief Fund. Berlin moved 
immediately to Camp Upton, for-
